Hi  Johanna  and  Bill.  I don't  think  we've  met;  I'm  one  of  your  counterparts  in 
Region  9.  I spoke  with  David  today  about  getting  together  with  you  to  learn  more 
about  work  being  done  with  other  jurisdictions  to  assess  and  remediate  mines  in 
the  Animas  River  watershed.  As  you  might  have  heard,  Navajo  Nation  has  asked 
for  a plan  to  reduce  long  term  discharges  that  flow  from  the  Animas  to  the  San 
Juan.  It  will  help  us  in  our  interactions  with  them  if  I understand  more  of  what 
work  is  already  being  done.  If  you'd  like  I can  also  give  you  a very  brief 
summary  of  our  5 year  plan  for  dealing  with  500  uranium  mines  on  the  Navajo 
Nation.  That's  the  plan  they  are  familiar  with  so  I'm  sure  it  will  color  their 
expectations.  I'll  be  in  Denver  November  2nd  and  3rd  for  a meeting  with  DOE, 
Robin  Richardson,  and  Raffael  Stein,  and  it  would  be  no  problem  to  extend  a half 
day  if  you  are  available  the  morning  of  the  4th.  Let  me  know  if  this  works  for 
you.
